• Community Based Organizations (CBOs)** 

• Non-profits**

• Social enterprises that fulfill a social or public 
service mission**

• Regional housing trust funds**

*eligible for REAP 2 funds only

**must be a registered 501c to be eligible for SB1 funds



Call for Applications Co-Applicant Partnership Structure

Meeting community needs through local 

partnerships

• Local agency could apply with up to two CBO co-

applicant(s).

• CBOs would be compensated to lead key 

elements of the project via an MOU with SCAG.

• A Consultant team could be procured to 

support the local agency and perform identified 

work.
